The claim amendments were not entered, because the removal of the language "second set of from the next to last line of claim 41 
substantially broadens the claim, necessitating further search and/or consideration. 

It appears that the amendments to claims 21-40 would overcome the previous rejection of these claims under 35 (JSC 101. 

It appears that the amendments to the claims would not overcome the previous rejection of these claims under 35 (JSC 1 12-2nd 
paragraph. There still appear to be deficiencies such as missing essential steps/elements. For instance, it is unclear where this second 
set of conditions comes from and how this second set of conditions is arrived at. Compare lines 18-19 (determining conditions) v. lines 
20-21 (determining second set of conditions). 

Regarding 35 (JSC 1 03(a), Applicant argues on page 1 8 that the Barrett reference does not disclose the exact structure as defined in 
claim 1. The Office notes that the rejection standard is one of obviousness, not anticipation, and therefore the identical data structure 
need not be explicitly defined by the Barrett reference. Additionally, Applicant argues that the Barrett reference does not perform "real- 
time detection", but it is noted that the claims do not reflect such language. 

Applicant further argues that Barrett does not store or use the event structure as claimed. The Office notes that the references as a 
whole teach the claims as recited. 

Applicant further asserts that novelty lies in the storing of event structures in association with triggering conditions and actions. This 
appears to be well-known as event/interrupt processing. Thus it is unclear what is being asserted as novel. 

Applicant asserts that the other claims have similar features as those argued above. The Office re-asserts the arguments set forth above 
in regard to the other claims. 

Therefore, the previous claim rejections under 35 USC 101, 112-2nd paragraph and 103(a) are maintained at this time. 
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
